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CHAPTER L 

GBNBEAL AND POLITICAL. 

The State of Hanipur lies between Latitude 28* 80^ and 26! 80' Korth, 
and Longitude 98* 10' and 94* 80' East. The area of 
State is more than 8,000 square miles of which 
•ver 7,000 square miles consisf of hilly and mountainous country inhabited 
by Naga and Kuki tribes. The Manipuris or Meiteis inhabit the central 
valley which has an estimated area of 700 square miles. The total popula- 
tion of the State, according to the census of 1921, was 8,81,016 of whu'h 
2,69,614 arc inhabitants of Manipur valley and 1,24,402 of the Hill Tracts.

Secretary and Captain N. F. Bacon, m. o. , i. a. , Aid*de>oamp. His Exoellenoy 
sia\ed two days In Imphal aud inspected all tbe local institutions. 
Toe State was also visited during the year by W. 0. M. Dundas, C. I. £. , 
Inspector General of Police. 


5. Tbe oonduot of the Hill Tribes was on the whole very good during 
am TriiHn under report. There was less friction than in 

previous years between the Ghristiaa Kukis of the South 
West Area and their N<m>Ohristian chiefs. The animosity between villages, 

clans and 'families in the North West Area on account of old disputes has 

not as yet died out alt(^ther. But the natural instinct of the people for 
revenge has found a new outlet in litigation and there was no riot or 
politioal crime during* the year. The Eiuki chiefs from Sadiya where they 
had been interned, returned in April 1922 and settled in their respective 
villages and there was no disturbance on their account. The Sub-Divisional 
Ofocers Messrs W. Shaw, B. C. Gasper and L. L. Peters continued 

to hold charge of their respecti^ e Suh-Divisions, ^Tamenglong, Chura- 

ehandpur and Ukhrul which continued to progress under their charge 
during the year. One outpost was withdrawn during the year leaving 

only three at the close of the y«>ir. 


Sixteen licensed and one unlicensed guns were confiscated during the 
year. Of these two were surrendered voluntarily. 


In February last an important meeting was held at Vahong by the 
..■.-.L- Political Agent in Manipur, in conjunction with the 

BntiRh Diitriota. Deputy Commissioner, Naga Hills and myself for 

the purpose of fixing the northern boundary of the Gross-Hatched Aiwa. 
Here and at Gaziphema whence the Deputy Commissioner aooompanied 
ns, interdistrict oases with the Naga Hills were disposed of. Another 
border meeting for disposal of interdistrict cases was held at Chivu 
between the Assistant Superintendent, Tiddim and the Sub-diVisknial 

Officer, Churaohandpur. There was no wont of reoipfroeity between the 

State and the surrounding districts. 


7. During the year under report, His Highness ilie MiAaraja twice 
tisited BhiUong. On the first oooasloQ he remained 
there for about a month. On the seeond occasion 
he was aooompanied by Her Highness the Haharaui and her ohBdren 
and rtmwined there for three months. In the valley he was • op tour 
for 62 diltyi. One of these tours was undertaken to enc(uire Inlh the 
^iaiiu of some vitlagors on Some lapds sal! he reserved for graving 
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kl etopinntet and ciihmr tomt made to enqaire into the 

ncleat of damage , done to rioe otop Iqr iuiil and storm. Jdjr predecessor 
Ifr. C» S. i(aUaii evs on tour for 40 days. I was on tour for 54 
iayf, the toots of oldef fanpcotanoe made by me being the one above 
mentioned to Vahcmg, and an extended tear in Seoember 1922 in the 
idya Purel country, which had not been risited for some years.

CHAPTER II. 

ADMINISTRATION OE LAND RBVB 

Babu TJpendra Krishna Ghakravarti B. A. continued to h^ charge 
of the Land Revenue Office and settlement work 
throughout the year. He also assessed foreigners* 
income tax and trading license fees during the year. He was on 
tour for 117 days.

In June 1922, Babu Nadia Singh B. A. who had been sent the 
previous year to receive his preliminary training in survey and settle- 
ment at the Jhalnkbari ' Survey School, was appointed a probationary 
Bub-Deputy Collector to assist the Land Revenue Officer in his work. 
The work of the Land Rjvaaus Offi.ee is heavy and an additional 
Sub-Deputy Collector was undoubtedly required ; but the chief object 

of appointing a second officer was to give a Manipuri graduate an 
opportunity of gaining such a thorough knowledge of, and experience 
in, land revenue work, that when a successor to the present Land 

Revenue Officer had to be found, it should no longer be necessary 
to give the appointment to a non-Manipuri. Babu Nadia Singh was 
cm tour for 38 days. 

2. There were four k<tmtnffoa and twenty' eight amim as before. 

Half of this stail^ was entrust^ with their ordinary 

* duties, such as asttlemcnt of waste land, assessment 

of concealed cultivation and exoluskm of relinquished lands, the other 
half being employed in the oadashral survey of the valley. In addition 

one kammffo for s^ven months aud twenty amins for three months were 
tempor.’urily employed in the survey. The fui^ungo was selected from the 
most experienced aminti and the tuuins from the men trained locally fof 
tlus purjKJse in the previous year. Eleven more amins were trained locally 

dui'uig the year under report,

The oadeetral survey progressed well daring the year. It was resumed 
ill l>(‘cember en4 the field work of the remaining circle of Nahamp 

parvt. and iiW<> circles of Khabam pana, comprising an area of about 
C7 square wa* nearly completed before the close of the year.

5. The staff <oi Lakpas was the same as in the previous year and 
as usual was piincipally engaged in land Revenue 
Collection work. The Lakpas were also employed in 

eolleoting agrieultural loans. Bahu Chandra Nath De the Jdeuzadar of 
Jiribam continued to hold charge during the year and perforjned his 
duties satisfactorily. 


The percentage of collection of the current revenue in the valley 
was 72*16 as against 76*65 in the previous yeav. 

The total receipts from the valley were Es. 4,27,203 as against 
Bs. 3,97,417 in previous year. The arrears on the current demaml of the 
i^ey at the hkne of the year wUre Us. 1,^,888 and on thb arrmr 
demand 7^,728. The receipta were greater ^than the previous year ; 
W having regard to the previous year’s scarcity^ which was no longer 
bperative during tik year under review, the oolleotion of revenue cannot 
be considered satisfactory. Until ooUeok>n (d current revenue Is improyed, 
the Anancial outlook of the State is bound to be unsatistactury.

The current demand was Rs. 70,094 as against Bs. 72,781 in 
the previous year. Of the total demand of Bs. 77,793, Rs. 73,696 

was collected, Tis. 2,845 remitted, and Rs. 1,761 remained unrealized 

at Mie close of the year. The hill house-tant collection was very 
satisfactory. There were no errMurs outstanding at the close of the 
year in the North East and NorMi West Sttl>.l>ivisioBs. Jn the Sadar 

and South West areas the balances were only Bs. 261 and Bs. 1,490 
respectively. Of the total remission of Bs. 2,345, Bs. 1,026 granted hy 
the 8ah>DiviBional Officer North.£ast Area was merely on acoooat 
•et commission granted to heads of villages for realisatjoii of revenue and 
pot leoBl' oomo under this head.

The force is armed with Tower muskets. But it has as well 
75 Vartini-Henry rifles available for use on expedition and eaoorts. 
Most of the muskets are unserviceable. 


The force is generally employed to provide guards for the palboe, 
the Jail and the Revenne Office and to preserve internal peace. It also 
supplies a guard -of ^honour to His Highness fhe Maharaja and escorts for 
him and ihe President of the Darbar, when necessary. Escorts to 
guard prisoners from Imphal to adjacent British districts are also 
taken from this foroe when necessary. 


Nxngthoujam Qolap Singh continued to hold charge as Suhadar- 
Major during the year. 

The cost of the maintenance of the force was ib.46,854as agmnst 
Bi.36,936 in the previous year. 


The commandant has expressed his satisfaction with the general 
work of the force, but as regards discipline he says sepoys often 
leave their lines frithout perniisbiun either to pay short visits to their houses 
in distant villages or to cultivate their lands. As a remedy against 
the former, temporary family quarters have been built in the lines ; 
but the accommodation supplied is scarcely sufficient to meet the 
whole demand. Against the latter no measure will be effective until 
the scale of their pay is increased. This has been provided toe in 
the reorganisation scheme which is still undor the eonskleratioa of 
Government. Once the Manipur State force is inaugurated, there will 
be no difficulty in enforcing all measures of strict ducipline.

One outpost at Mao 
controls the Oimapur road, while the other two outposts at Tairhlpokpi 
and Palel control the Caohar and the Burma roads raspeOttvely. 

These outposts, as stated above, were formerly under the control of the 
Political Agent. 

During the year two constables were dismissed and one head 
constable, one writer constable and two constables deparimentally punished. 
The total number of punishments was six, as against seven in the 
previous year.

In addition to the above (me Sub-Inspector and three constables 

are attached to the Political Agency to preserve order in the British 
Beserve. This force is maintained by Government. 

During the year under review three cases of robbery were reported 
to the Civil Police. In cme case only one person was arrested. He 
died before trial. The other two (^es were also true but there was 

no clue. Two persons were arrested in connection with a case of ' 
murder. They were convicted and sentenced to transportation for life. 
The sentence was commuted by !EBs Highness the Maharaja to one of 
rigorous imprisonment for ten years. The number of thefts including 
burglaries somewhat decreased. The total number of offonc(‘S committed 

in the valley was 256 as against 264< in 1921-22 and 2'ltO iu 1020-21. 
The proportion of conviction to arrest has considerably increased, but 

the proportion of conviction to the number sent up for trial has falle;). 
The number of cattle reported as lost was 274* es against 24)9 in the 

previous year. 

In the hills the total number of offences reported was 168 as agadhit 
167 in the previous year. Two oa^es of murder ^ere reported. In 
one case two persons were arrested. Both were convicted and sent- 

enced to rigorous imprisonment. In the other case one person was 
brought to trial but was acq;aitied. One person was convicted of 

culpable homicide not amounting to murder and sentenced to rigoi^e^ 

imprisonment. One case of robbery was reported from the Sadar 

in oonneotion with which one person was arreeted, oonvioted, and 
sentenced to vigorous imprisemment.

As Appellate Courts the Oherap and the Darbar respeotiyely 

reobived 19 ai^d 85 eriminal appeal petitions of which 19 and 58

3,297 original civil suits were instituted in the Cherap and Panohaye^ 
Oourts of which 135 were on account of landed property as against

(rear, were filed in the court of the Darbar, being suits in which 

the relations or servants of His 'Highness the Maharaja or servants of 

the Boyal Family are concerned. Of these one was on account of 
landed property and 27 were on account of money transactions. The 

majority of civil cases concerning land are disposed of in the Land 

Revenue court by the Officer in charge of the Land Revenue Office 

From whose decisions appeal lies to the President, and from him to His Highness. 

The total value of suits of all kinds instituted in the valley 

'ourts was Rs.2,11,430 as against E8.1,74,978 in the previous year. The 

iverage duration of a case was one month and twenty days. 

777 applications referring to execution of decrees for Rs. 48,325 were 
received by these courts and 712 referring to Rs. 44,335 were disposed of. 

Of the 291 civil appeals before the Darbar 270 were disposed of. 
The Cherap had on^ their file 327 civil appeal suits all of which were 

iispused of. The Muhammadan Panchayct and Wangoi Panchayet were 
svtremely dilatory in the disposal of cases. The progress of work in 

ill other courts was satisfactory. 

During the year His Highness the Maharaja had for consideration 194 
Appeal petitions against the order of the Darbar of which 164 were 

disposed of. 

In the Hill courts 429 accused persons were brought to trial and 
887 persons were disposed of. 40 suits for landed property. 1101 fop 

money and 488 suits for other rights, of a total value of Rs. 1,42,205 
were filed as against 1,422 original suits valued at Bs. 1,31,105 in the 
previous year. 

In the Hill court of the President Manipur State Darbar two 
criminal appeal petitions were filed and disposed of. Out of 26 civil appeals 
22 were decided.

of escaped prisoners are still at large. This is very unsatisfaetory. 

On Slst March 1928, there were 205 male convicts, seven male 

undertrial prisoners and one civil prisoner in the Jail, There were no 
female prisoners. Of 218 inmates 181 were Manipuris 29 hillmen and 

three foreigners. « 

During the year under report the system of supplying free Jail 

labour to State departments was abolished. Under the present system 
labour is supplied free for certain works in the Palace. For other 
State works, payment is made. The system is now being tried of giving 

a contract for State works to the Jail member ; consequently payment is 

made according to work done, not according to the numl)er of men 

employed on the work. 1'he Jail member is responsible for seeing 
that prisoners are profitablv employed and that every prisoner thus 

employed does his share of work. 

During the year a sum of ib. 2,901 was credited on account of 

manufactured articles and garden products. Be. 2,108 was expended on 

raw materials. Be. 373 was credited on account of extramural 

Jail labour.

CHAPTER IV. 


PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION. 

The total rainfall of the year was much below normal. But it 

wae <i[uite sufficient and seasonable for the cultiva* 
wither and Crop* ^ markod IV

jn tbe valley . Was eat^iioated at 543,000 biglias or 1,69,587 aotes and 
the area under other crops at 44,000 bigfaas or 14,646 acres. 

In adcUtien to itoe Whioh is the staple crop of 1/Canipar sugar- 

cane, peas, tobaooo, wheat, hAamri, mug, mustard, matihmlai and potatoes 
are grown in the valley. The outturn of potatoes was good and that 

of the other crops fair. 

In .Tanuary 1922 two raingauges were established at Ukhrul and 

Tamenglong. The former recorded 65 inches and the latter 129‘7 

inches of rain during the year under report. A severe hail ston'n 

destroyed some crops in the south of the N. E. Subdiv ision. Cotton 

in this Subdivision also suffered from severe showers of July and August. 

Crops in other hill areas were all good, llice which is the staple food 

of hillroen was good all over the hills. I’he Kabuis and Kacba Nagas 

of the N. W. area do not cultivate rice on an extensive scale. They 

find it easier to purchase it with the sale pioceeds of forest produce such 
as cane, wax, lac, which they can easily collect and chillies, cotton, and 

pan which they can grow wil;hout much J-tbour. 


As in Assam and Bengal the spread of water-hyacinth is causing 
great anxiety in the valley of Manipur. It has already spread over 
some large fisheries and entirely covered some small streams. To 
remove the pest the Darbar. in September 1922 passed a resolution 
requiring all the villagers in the valley to destory it within their 
old village boundaries. It yet remains to be seen what effect this 
pious resolution will have; but until some really scientific method of 
i’ombatting this weed is discovered, it will scarcely l>e possible to do 
UJore than keep its growth in check. 


2. The average price of unskilled day labour in the valley is 
four annas a day and in the hills forced labour is also 
paid for at the same rate.

4. The main trade in Manipur is that in rice. Its evport re- 

mained closed till Ueccniber 1922. Since this date 
T»d» wd ifMDf»oiwe. 80,000 maunds were exported before the 

close of the year. Weaving is a considerable industry la Itanipur It 
is entirely carried on by women ; hut the looms used am jpriniitive 
and entail nnneoessary labour. A year or two ago a ffyshuMle loom 

was purchased hy an enterprising Manipuri from Sreerampore. Copying 
from this eotne thirty new looms have been made^ here. These were 
all Worked at a profit during the year. It is said that the women 

are gradually coming to appreeie^ -the advantages of these new^ looms. A 
brisk tf4e in Hanipiri cloth' was partied on during the year. The

In oonsequeiioe 
of these proteotive measures, there has been a temporary diinination 

in the yield of forest produce, hut this diminution will he more 

than counterbalanced by the preservation of the' forests. W® mundary 
of the pine reserve at the sontfaem extremity of the valley was 

somewhat altered to include a small* area in which some good pine 

trees rru'cre found standing. Near ShagnU, a pine covered hill was 
made over to the Manipuri village of that name on condition that 

the Kanipuris should plant saplings in the place of any tree felled. 
It is hoped that this experiment may he of value in inducing the 
Manipuri villagers to conserve their natural resources. The Langol 
tirewood mahal and the small reserve at Heingang were not worked 
to any great extent. In addition to timlier and firewood extracted 

from the State forests nine maunds of bees-wax were exported 
during the year by the lessee of the * monopoly right of trade in 

bees-wax, affor and elephant tusk.

exports of Manipur are rice, timber and cattle 
and to a less extent hides, wheat, molasses, chillies, 
mustard oil and ffhi. During the year 781 cattle 


(including buffaloes) and 4(59 ponies were exported of which 264 
and i9 respectively were brought from , Burma. 

The principal imports are piece-goods, kerosine oil, salt, dried 
fish, wheat flour, hardware, cigarette and batel-nut.

The seoj^im ai Iril river embankment from Porompat to Irilbung 
and that of the Imphal river embankment from Lilong to Wangoi 

were considerably improved and strengthened. Necessary repairs were 
done to other roads and bridges as well as to existing buildings. 

The ® 08 t i]tnportant of the cnriginal works were the erection of 
a 40 ft. span bridge with reinforced concrete pillars at Keisamthong, 
the construction of Her Highness’ garden wall in the palace compound 
and steps for her tank. A new house for the thana at Pallel, a 
new rest house at Yangangpokpi, two school houses at Waikhong 
cvml iShngnu and a house fov the Panchayet court at Sengmii were 
also constructed during the yeas. 

M|v''fn the hills much work was done in preparing the new site 
for the hcadqu'|,rters of the North-West Subdivision. Qood temporary 
(luarters and a large fcemorary office were erected. Seven miles of 
the new alignment of the Tamenglong Imphal road were opened. 

Ill the S. W. Subdivision, the Sub-Divisonal Offi'ier’s bungalow 
and outhou'.es were completed. The temporary hospital building was 
rebuilt on an enlarged scale ; and thirty miles of the bridle jiath 
from Ohuracbaudpur to TipaimUkh were opened. 

In the N. K. Sub-division, the Ukhrul-Kanjong bridle path was 
completed, B2 miles hein'r c instructed during the year under report. 
Permanent quarters were built for the Sub-Assistant Surgeon and the 

Head Clerk. 

’riie water w'orks were maintained in good order. But at the 
close of the year there was a shortage of water due to increased 

demand, leakage in the mains and insufficient supply at the source 
of the wat(*r. Several lengths of pipes which* had become corroded 

were removed and replaced by new ones. The mains have also 

deteriorated and extensive renewals will be necessary at an early date. 
Tbree new tanks have been erected in private compounds. The water 

supply can only be permanently improved when the citizen of Imphal 

overcomes his rooted disinclination to paying the water rate. 


CHAPTER V. 

REVENUE AND FINANCE. 

Full details of receipts and expenditure will he found in 
Appendix XXU. 
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tender the head ‘*Demiind'* onlf the hnd|^t estim«tes for 
f^Bweigners* tax”, "jporesta”, “Law and Justice”* “Jail”, **Oatt and 
Cattle taxes”, and ”ltfi«Mlaiie<ms” have been induded as it is not 

possible to give specific figures for the demand under these heads. 

2. The gtoBS total revenue of the State excluding the water 
rate was St. 7,16,505 as against lb. 7,22,290 in 

Hwptptn- 

toe previous year. There was ati " increase under 
heads ‘*Lattd Eevenue”, “Hill House tax”, “Poreigners’ tax”, “Salt 
Revenue”, “Law and Justice”, “Jail” and “Cart and Cattle taxes” and 
a decrease under heads “Fisheries”, “Ferry Revenue”, “Forests”, 

“Excise”, “ Foreigners’ Income tax and Trading License fees” and 

“Miscellaneous”. 

The increase under the head “Land Revenue” was duo to better 
collection of arrear revenue during the year. 

The increase under the head “Hill House tax” was due to 

very good collection of both the current and arrear revenue durinsr 

the year. The outstanding arrears of House tax, there is good reason 
to hope, will all be collected during the current year. 

The year was on the whole favourable for fisheries and collection 
was very satisfactory. The fall of fis. 1,117 in the total receipts 

was due to the considerable reduction in the current demand for 

the year. In a few oases the lessees complained of loss owning to 

water- hyacinth which interfered >with fishing in their fisheries. However 
no remission was given on this account. On account of various 

causes small remissions were granted from the current demand. Tlu-'-e 
amounted to only lb. 829. A sum of R». I,i05 of the arrear demand 
was also remitted as unrealizable. The balance at the close of the 

year was ib. 300. 

The increase under the head "Foreigners’ tax” was due to increased 
receipts from Grazing fees levied on Foreigners’ cattle. There was a 

great increase in the number of cattle and buffaloes in the Gurkhali 
reserves ; but the number of their owners practically remained the same 
as in the previous year. 

The Manipur State’s share of income for the year from the 
interdistrict ferry at Jirighat was not received' till after the close of 

the year. This is the cause of the small reduction under the head 
“Ferry Revenue”. 

The very ^mall increase in the *^Salt Revenue” does not call for 

any special remark. 

, The ccmsid^rahle reduction under the bead “Forests ’ was due to 

the large reduction in receipts from' the Cachar border forests which 
are the iirincipal sources of revenue ’ uadei this bead-

The increase under the head “Law and Justice” was due to a 

large increase in cotirt fees which produced fi». 13,065 as against 

Hr. 5,994 in the previous year. Beceipts from fines fell from 

Hs. 10,782 in the previous jear to fis. 8,025 in the year under report. 

Convict lalxjur supplied to {?tate Works was charged for during 
the year. This produced only Bs. 395 and increased the receipts 
under the head “Jail” by B*. 169. 

Owing to loss competition in the auction sale of grnija and opium 

shops for the year there vas a decrease under the head ”£xcise”. 

The demand for “Boreigners* Income tax and. Trading License 

fec.s” increased from Br. 5,518 in the previous year to fis. 6,455 in 

the year under report. But the assets ment was made very late iiv the 
year. Consequently only Bs. 403 of the current demand of Income 

tax and Hs, 970 on account of Trading license fees were collected 

before the close of the year leaving a balance of Bs. 3,427 on account 

of the former and Bs. 1,655 on account of the latter. The greater 

jMirt of these have been collected since the close of the year. Of 

the arrear demand, Bs. 720 was collected and Bs. 90 remitted 

before the close of the year. 

The considerable increase under the head “ Cart and Cattle taxes " 

was due to the removal of the embargo placed on the export of 

rice in 1920>21. 


B.eoeipts by the State Engineer on account of work done for 

and stock and stores sold to private persons fell from Bs. 32,548 in 
the previous year to Bs. 25,361 in the year, under report. The 
recovery of agricultural advances amounted to Bs. 3,361 as against 
Ks. 13,515 in the previous year. These were the chief causes of 

the considerable reduction under the head “Mtooellaneous”. If refunds 
of advances and expenses were, not taken into account it would 

appbar that there was fieaHy^.,an increase in the total of all miscel- 
laneous revenue reoetots ‘'"^biclk,.* credit<*d to this head.

All arrears from previous years have heen realised or remitted 
except those under heads “Land llevenue’* and “Hill HouMi tax” th«> 
greater part of these will be collected. 

The agitation against the payment of water rate of which mention 
was made in the previous year's report gradually subsided although 
great discontent prevailed during the year under report. The rate 
fpr the limited number of house oonneotions was increased from Bs. 5 
to Hs.. 12. There was practically no other change in the assessment 
or the demand. The Larbar refused to impose a limit on the distance 
from tanks etc. for tax paying houses as this, if allowed, would 

eause a considerable redaction in the iiKx>me of the Water Work.s. 

The receipts from the civil population of Iraphal was only fi». 1,801 
against an estimated receipt of ib. 17,977 from this source. A sum c^f 
ib. 4,883 was realised on account of arrears. The balance at the 
close of the year was 89,261. The p^ple of Imphal seem 

unable to realise the great benefits, such as diminution in number 

and exlieut of cholera outbreaks that they have through the 

installation of a g^od wateq^ supply. '

CHAPTER VI. 

VITAL STATISTICS AND SANITATION. 

There are two hospitals at Imphal. The one in the Military 

Police lines renders "nu^dioal aid to the Police and 
Medical. j^il prisoners and was not shown in the 

wevious year’s report. Including these two hospitals there were ten 
lispensaries in the State as against nine in the " previous year. The 

lumber of in-patients in the Civil Hospital at Imphal was 809 as 
igainst 464 in 1921*22 and 804 ' in 1920-21. The large increase in 
1921*22 was due to prevalence of famine in that year. The number 

)f out-door, patients increased in all the dispensaries except in the 
L'khrul dispensary which showed a small decrease. The increases in 

She Hakohing and Travelling dispensaries in the valley and Tamenglong 
find Churachandpur dispensaries in the hills were very large. The 

liotal number of patients ( both out-door and in-door taken together ) 
jin all the hill dispensaries was 19,151 as against 16,'t81 in the 

previous year. That in the valley dispensaries w'as 29,628 as against 

1^5,284 in the previous year. These figures, when the ratio between 

^be hill and valley populations is taken into consideration, show that 
Enedical treatment is extending more rapidly in the hills than in the valley. 

In the Imphal Civil Hospital 102 major and 798 minor .operations 
rere performed as against 72 major a,nd 886 minor in the previous year, 
phe total number of minor operations performed in other dispensaries was 
S95. 8 a^d 9 ir^jor operations were performed respectively at Churaeband- 
and Ukhrul.

4. During the year 32 indigent persons, as against 31 in the previous 
year, were sent to King Bdward VII Memorial Pasteur 
Institute, Shillong for treatment. The cost to the State 
was Ks. 2,400. The Manipuri is showing a steadily increasing appreciation 
of the value of the pasteur treatment, so much so that the despatch of 
patients to Shillong is threatening to become quite a serious drain on the 
resources of the State. Cases moreover among the Pangal population have 
occurred which have given rise to a suspicion that the “ bites ” were self- 
inflicted in order that the patient might enjoy a free trip to Shillong. 


6. The medical department is under the control of His Highness the 
Maharaja. Assistant Surgeon S udhir llanjan Bhattm^harj i 
****™'" continued to hold the post f)f^ Hedicgl Officer during 

the year. He was greatly as'* ''ted in his work by the Sub-As' istant 8urg»'«)u 
Bai hahib Qangesh Chandra Das who was .in charge of the (’nil llu.pilal 
at Imphal. 


CHAPTER VII. 

EDUCATION. 

The Johnstone Schwl at Imphal is the only High School in the 
State. Mr. Phillpotts, the European Head Master left 
Higksohooi school in Eebruary last and Babu Jamini Sundar 

Quha who had been Second Master for a long time was appointed in his 
place. The school made good progress under the control of the European 
Head Master. The number of pupils rose from 160 in the previous year 
to 246 in the year under report. The average attendam-e was 212’7l as 
against 145-77 in the previous year. Of the 246 boys on the rolls of the 
school on 81st March, 229 were Manipuris, 2' Muhummadans, 11 British 
subjects and 4 belonged to the Hill tribes. 

2. There are two Middle English Schools in the State. One is the 
Bengali School at Imphal w'hioh follows the curriculum 
otiM^Se«a>d»ry prescribed for Middle English Sehotils in Assam. TWi 

^ Mission School at Ukhrul in the North- 
East Hills Which is controlled hy the American Baptist M^ion Sotdety 
and follows' a course which closely approximates to the Middle English 
Standard in the highest darn. Of the 99 boys attending Bengali 
School on Slst Mnroh, ST* were of the local Bengali and other 
British oommimitihs wsiding in XUphiJ. 87 Manipuris and 6 Manipuri 
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HufaummadanSi The average daily attendance was 90 as against 80 in the 
previous year. Tt’he average attendance in the Ukhrul School was 83-3 as 
against 61 '45 in the previous year.

In the I^tdy Earle Oisls’ School in which girls of the Bengali 
oomni unity are educated, there were 28 girls on the roll on 31st Max-ch 
*1923 and the average attendance was 22,

3. There are three Upper Primary Schools all situated at Imphal to 
which only boys who have passed the Lover Primary 
examination are admittt*d. The number of pupils on 
the rolls of these three -schools on Slst March 1023 was 268 as against 

138 in the previous year. The average attendance was IH.'i-A as against 

225*82 in the previous year. The heavy fall in the average daily attend, 
anoe coupled with the large increase in enrolment is most unsatisfactory, 
and is a matter which should be carefully considered. Boys who pass 

the Upper Primary examination are eligible for admission to the Midtile 

English classes of the Johnstone High S(;hool. Ijower Primary Education 
is free but not compulsory. The number of Lower Primary Schools in the 
State on Slst March 1923 was 101 as against 91 in the previous 
or these there were 27 in the Hills as against 20 in the prtwious ye.ii*. 
There was no cliange in Ihe numlwr of schools in the valley or .lirilmin. 
In all the Lov(*r Primary schools there were (5,229 boys and 10 
girls on March 31st 1923 with an average attendance of 4,7 lO'S as against 
6,0M bo.\s and 2.^> girls with an average attendance of 1,52]*.*) in tl>c 
previous jear. Of the 73 Lower IMmary Schools in the valley 9 were 
Alaxlrassas, 2 were Sanskrit Tolu and 1 was a (}i»’Is’ Sj’hool. The Ajuericati 
Baptist Mission has one sch(*ol at Eangpukpi which has at pre.sent 1 to IV 
standard classes. This is managed on the same litjes as that at Ukhrul. 
The society has also 8 village schools among the Taugkhuls and 8 village 
schools among the Kukis, These jire not included in the totals given above. 


4. In the .Johnstone School there were 14 masters of whom 6 w«‘re 
Bengalis and 8 Manipuris. One master held the m. a. 
and one the B. Sc. degree* Two masters had passed 
the I, A, and siv were matriculates. Two of the masters w'eve Sanskrit 
pandits. The ntmfber of teachers in the valley Primary schools was lt»7 
and in addition there were 28 teach(‘rs in the hill areas. Hone of the 

Prinmry teach**rH are matriculates: the qualiftcation of the great majority is 
the Upper Primarry examination certificate.

‘x>th in the valley and in the hills are maintained by the State, 
The total expenditure incurred by the State on education daring the 
rear was R8.64t,991 of which 8,702 was' on' account of Hill schools 
a,nd was charged direct to the head Hill Tribes **. 

7. On March 31st 1923, 26 scholars aided by State scholarships 

were prosecuting their studies outside the State.
